1891  saw  the  end  of  a  long  era.  Gobrecht's  stylish  Liberty  seated  motif, 
which  had  been  introduced  way  back  in  1836,  finally  gave  way  to  a 
more  "modern"  (for  its  day)  design.  Mint  engraver  Charles  E.  Barber 
was  given  the  delightful  task  of  designing  new  motifs  for  the  dime, 
quarter  and  half  dollar  denominations.  He  chose  a  manly  appearing 
Liberty  head  for  his  obverses,  and  on  the  reverse  of  the  half  dollar  and 
quarter,  a  rendition  of  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  States.

As  is  so  ofter 
the  case  with  these  expositions,  mainly  non-collectors  purchased  the 
little  gold  pieces.  Not  knowing  how  to  handle  them  properly,  mosl 
Lewis  and  Clark  dollars  became  scuffed  or  scratched.  Full  Mint  State 
specimens  are  really  very  rare  today. 

We  expect  spirited  bidding  on  this  piece.  The  reward,  of  course,  come; 
later  on  when  it  is  time  to  resell  the  piece.  Just  as  many  envious  collec¬ 
tors  will  be  vying  for  the  coin  then  as  are  vying  for  it  now!

King  Kalakaua  took  a  world  tour  in  1880  (he  was  the  first  King  from 
any  country  ever  to  visit  the  United  States  of  America).  After  return¬ 
ing  to  Hawaii,  Kalakaua  was  approached  by  the  owner  of  a  New 
Caledonia  nickel  mine  wanting  to  contract  out  a  coinage  for  the  king¬ 
dom.  The  French  owner  struck  about  100  1881  five-cent  pieces  and 
gave  them  to  the  King.  Nothing  more  came  of  the  deal,  however. 
Around  the  turn  of  the  century,  an  enterprising  individual  (unknown 
today  but  believed  to  have  lived  in  Canada)  struck  up  some  additional 
pieces.  The  originals  all  started  out  as  Uncirculated  coins  struck  on  thin 
nickel  planchets.  The  diagnostic  feature  is  a  small  cross  at  the  top  of  the 
crown  on  the  reverse.  The  "restrikes"  if  such  can  be  labeled  for  restrik¬ 
ing  a  pseudo-coin,  do  not  have  this  cross.  They  were  made  in  both 
thick  and  thin  planchets  (the  present  coin  having  been  struck  on  a  thick 
one),  in  Proof  and  Uncirculated  and  in  nickel  and  aluminum.  All  told, 
probably  another  100  or  so  "restrikes"  were  made. 

Far  fewer  than  this  are  known  today.  Experts  estimate  the  total  popula¬ 
tion  of  all  varieties  at  75  to  100  pieces  (seven  originals  were  soldered 
together  into  a  bracelet!)  Thus  the  present  specimen  must  rank  as  a  top- 
of-the-line  example.  We  expect  it  to  bring  over  $6000.

Coins  of  Hawaii 

Hawaii  was  a  kingdom  prior  to  becoming  a  territory  of  the  United 
Stales.  Imagine  if  you  will  a  two-bit  kingdom  with  palace  intrigues, 
foreign  government  pressures  and  a  strategic  location  in  the  mid-Pacific 
and  you  have  a  pretty  good  picture  of  this  lovely  Island  society  in  the 
1800s. 

King  Kalakaua  (r.  1874-1891)  was  one  of  the  most  popular  kings 
Hawaii  ever  had.  More  important  to  coin  collectors,  various  and  sundry 
coin  and  paper  money  issues  emanated  from  Hawaii  during  Kalakaua  s 
reign.  Two  of  the  rarest  pieces  are  offered  in  this  section:  the  Proof  five- 
cent  piece  and  the  Proof  dime.

King  Kalakaua's  appetite  was  whet  by  the  gift  of  100  1881  five-cent 
pieces.  Through  his  agent,  he  contracted  with  the  Philadelphia  Mint 
for  a  coinage  for  his  small  kingdom.  A  total  of  $1,000,000  dollars)  face 
value  was  minted  (check  the  Guide  Book  of  U.S.  Coins  for  mintage 
breakdowns).  A  small  number  of  Proofs  were  struck,  however,  for 
distribution  to  the  King  and  important  personages  in  the  Islands. 
Records  indicate  26  Proof  dimes  were  minted  (six  in  September  1883 
and  twenty  a  year  later),  sent  to  the  Islands,  and  distributed.  Fewer 
than  this  number  are  known  today. 

Without  a  doubt  this  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  significant  coins 
to  come  out  of  the  Kingdom  of  Hawaii.
